The payment would so greatly menace 
the vital interests of tlie state as to 
make nils article hi tho Japanese 
lorms ultorly hniiussibli' of accejjtaiice. 
Kurthormore, the Assnciatetl Press has 
the same roasnns for tho declaration 
lhat If .lapan' wiilulrew hor Indemnity 
demand, poaco would practically be 
assured, as tho Kusslan attitude on the 
throe other ijoiiits. Including the ces- 
sion of .Saklialien, dues mil jiroclude 
tho possibility of roacliing a satisfac- 
tory sotlli'iiionl on theso points. 

Indomiilly is tho crux of the whole 
mailer. If this (luestlon can be ar- 
ranged. It is believed here that all 
other (luesllons on which there has 
boon a dllforenco of opinion will prac- 
tically settle thenisolvos. 

In view of Iho known Ilusslan atti- 
tude on the other eight points, Russia 
believes that .lajian's insistence on In- 
demnity is. the only thing that will 
make peace imiios.sible. Oniclals de- 
clare that attomplH at word- Juggling, 
such as calling indemnity by some 
other name, or attoinijting to collect 
Indemnity under the guise of other 
payments, will avail nothing. 

No Financial Contribution 

Pussla, Ihey say, will not conclude 
a peace treaty at Portsmouth which 
Includes the payment of Indemnity or 
other llnanclal contributions. Russia 
Is ready, however, to nitike a reason- 
able and proper payment for tho main- 
tenance of the Russian ])risoners lu 
tin.' hands of the Japanese. 

This has been the attitude of the 
foreign onice since the four points in 
dispute were referred to St. Petersburg 
front Portsmouth, and It Is the true 
expression of Russian oOicial and pub- 
lic opinion. Since the beginning of 
tho discussion hero on Japan's original 
terms, there has been ubsoluioly noth- 
ing lo suggest that Itussla could oi- 
would pay Indemnity. Each day has 
sharpened the conviction that such a 
payment is impossible, and today tho 
unlvefsal opinion, from the highest to 
the lowest, Is that Japan's insistence 
on an indemnity dooms the Ports- 
mouth negotiations to failure. Bus- 
slans recognize the serious internal 
conditions Of the country, but tbey 
declare these conditions will ■ never, 
f orce -'thfr .payment of > an bidemnity, ' 
dishonorable in Itself, and "which would 
most seriously menace the very life of ' 
the state.

In trying to save 
itself the animal made a quicli turn, 
iili.setting the buggy and throwing the 
two boys into tlie water, at the same 
time plimgiug into die hole. 'I'lie Bceno 
was heartrending. Mrs. Saiiford. in a 
paroxysm of grief, uttering jn .arcing 
cries, threw herself into the river and 
had to lie forcibly pulled Inu-k. Hotii 
inireiils are prostrated by the sliodi of 
their sad loss and much sympathy is felt 
for them.
